each tax-payer and asked the ques- 
tions. 
Now the citizen makes his 


own return and swears to it. Unless 
he makes false return, how can_he 
get around the question which rea'ds: 
'Have you erected any new build- 
ings in the past year,' " Phillips in- 
quired. 


Phillips said there is property in 


the city that may not be listed, but 
the amount is not large. 


"Whenever we find it, we put it 


on the duplicate. 
A year ago, a 


block of houses in the southeast part 
of the city was put on. 
They had 


been built for two years. We also 
found a ?100,000 building. 


"I can't go farther back than five 


years and in case of transfers, I 
can't go back of them. 
We learn 


of untaxed property constantly and 
put it in the books."

hatn or anyone else to call at his 


office and lay any information be- 
fore him. 
"That is what I want," he said. 
Phillips also called attention to 


the fact that the city manager is not 
a tax payer.

in business, except in such places as drygoods 
stores, restaurants, schools, hospitals, theatri- 
cals and small-town postoffices.

walk into without finding women on the pay- 
iDll tmd often in charge. 


It makps you wonder, some times, "how 


far the thing will go"—and if, at some future 
date, the women not on the payroll of some 
business organization will be the exception. 


The possibility now looms, that the flood 


of women into business has reached its high- 
\va'er mark. This unique turn of events is 
suggested by a survey made by Henry D. Sav- 
er, industrial commissioner of Xew York state. 
Economists say that "York State" business 
conditions are usually typical of the national 
situation.

AYER'S report is that women gainfully em- 


ployed in New York state number 1,135,- 


948, or about a ninth of the total population. 


It's a big figure, but only 151,560 more 


•women than "earned their owa living" 10 
years ago. 


The increase barely has kept pace with 


gain in population. On the basis of popula- 
tion, the percentage of New York women gain- 
fully employed has stood still during the last 
decade.

TJRPRISING- occupations are selected by 


many of the New York women. 
They are employed as undertakers, team- 


sters, horse doctors, aeronauts, constables, 
architects, chemists, clergymen, dentists, law- 
yers, inventors and mechanical and electrical 
engineers. 


The list continues at great length. 
Its 


variety suggests that women could duplicate 
every business achie\ement by man. It is a 
matter of training and environment. 


That is natural. 
Some of the wisest and

men—notably Elizabeth of England, Queen 
[Victoria, Catherine of Russia, Isabella of Spain 
who pawned her jewels to finance Columbus, 
and the inventor of the silk industry—wife of 
Huang-Ti, Chinese emperor.
